Responsibility for Recruitment 


PY ORES SO GOAN Sit mis aere ne niainG. tom tems ae) 20nseh -Ae 88-5, 
Motions 88-4, 91-5, and Doc. 91-14.1, asked the Chairman 

if he could assume that the Executive Committee was res- 
ponsible for the Faculty's recruitment policies. The Chair- 
man said that the activities planned for recruitment in 
1974/75 were set out in Battersby's document and that the 
people responsible for taking action were listed there. 


CEGEP Programmes (CLESEC and the Nadeau Commission) 


Professor Giguere informed Council that CLESEC had accepted 
in principle the proposals of its Science Sub-committee 
(summarized in Doc. 91-6.1), and that universities would 

be asked to comment in the near future. 
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Professor Hamblin informed Council that he and Professor 
Callaghan had met with members of the Nadeau Commission 
on 16 September and had discussed the possibility of 
establishing a pre-engineering concentration which could 
have two possible approaches to entry in the University. 


Council unanimously adopted a motion to request Professor 
Giguere, in consultation with EUSC and the Executive 
Committee, to prepare a draft of Council's response to the 
CEUESEC proposals.

Professor Xistris informed Council of the results of the

Library Budget 


Professor Giguere tabled the responses received as a result 
of Motion 74-89-4 (Docs. 91-6.3.1, 91-6.3.2). Ms Brodie 
informed Council that increased costs due to inflation 

were to be a factor in this year's library appropriations. 


Credit Scheme for Graduate Courses 


Professor Giguere informed Council that Motion 74-89-7 
had been adopted by BGS and that Motion 74-89-8 had been 
tabled at BGS but had not been considered. 


Case of Mr. D.A. Fernandez 


Professor Hamblin informed Council that Mr. Fernandez had 
been asked to repeat three examinations in order to improve 
his GPA.

Regrouping and Renumbering of Graduate Courses 


Professor Giguere presented EGSC's proposals concerning the 
regrouping and renumbering of graduate courses (Doc.

Election of Member to Search Committee for Vice-Rector 
Doc. 91-8.2 


The Chairman noted that Council has been asked to elect 
a member to this search committee. Professor Giguere 
suggested that given the importance of the task of the 
search committee, Council might consider modifying its 
normal procedure for nominating candidates. 


Council unanimously adopted a motion to nominate candidates 
for the position of member, Search Committee for Vice-Rector 
Academic, using the following procedure, 


1. Nominations must be submitted no later than 5:00 p.m. 
27 September 1974. 


2. Each nomination must be signed by two members of Council, 
it being understood that no member will nominate himself. 


3. The person nominated will sign the nomination paper, 
signifying his intention to let his name stand for 
election. 


4. The Dean will publish a list of nominees. Nominees will 
have three working days thereafter, i.e. until 5:00 Dane 
1 October 1974, to withdraw their names. 


Election will be by secret ballot of al}? Council members 
and ali full-time faculty. Council will formally 
appoint the winner of the election in the course of its 
October meeting.

by the Board of Governors, 
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OEQ Requirements 


Professors McQueen and Xistris agreed to provide Council 
with a written statement of OEQ's current thinking on the 
question of curricula for engineering law courses, This 
statement would be of use to EUSC in their deliberations. 


Appointment to Senate Library Committee 


The Chairman informed Council that after the publication 

of the agenda for the present meeting, he had received a 
request from thesUniversity Librarian (Dock, 74-91-3 40s") 

for the newly reconstituted Senate Library Committee. In 
order to achieve staggered membership it was suggested that 
one member be elected for one year (until May 1975) and the 
second for two years (until May 1976). The Chairman called 
for nominations. 


Professor Schwelb was nominated for the two-year slot. 


Professors Heaps and Kubina were nominated for the one-year 
Slot. 


Secretary's Note: As Council failed to note that Professor 
Heaps is already a member of the Senate Library Committee 
(May 1975), the Chairman will raise the question anew at 
the next meeting of Council. In the meantime, no action 
will be taken with respect to the above nominations. 


Faculty Scholarship Fund 


Professor McQueen informed Council that as a result of his 
latest appeal, seven faculty members had pledged a total of 
$208. He again appealed to faculty to be generous in this 
matter. 


Future Development of the Concordia Faculty of Engineering

cussion concerning possible directions of development for 
Concordia's Faculty of Engineering. Several initial pro- 
posals were heard. It is expected that when concrete 
proposals are ready, Council will be asked to consider their 
academic merits.
